nonfalal cyanide poisoning eases. Alaskan doctors, meanwhile, 
can administer laetrile since the stale legislature passed a bill 
opening the way for its use and it became law when the Gov. Jay 
Hammond neither signed nor vetoed the measure. Laetrile still 
could be banned, however, if the state medical board rules that it 
is harmful. 


The FDA ban affects interstate shipments of the substance. In- 


dividual states can regulate its use within their own borders. 
Bohanan's first ruling—the one under appeal by the FDA—came 
in 1973. lie ordered that Kansas cancer patient Glen L. Rutherford 
could import a six-month supply of the substance, also marketed 


as Vitamin BIT and amygdalin. Rutherford, of Conway Springs, 
Kan., says, "I owe my life to.it." 


Bohanon has since granted requests from other cancer patients, 


saying it would be "out and out cruelty" to deny the people a 
chance to use laewite. His orders have prohibited the FDA trom 
interfering with the importation of laetrile for the individuals and 
have granted the patients* physicians immunity from prosecution 
in administering the substance. 


Asst. U.S. Attorney Bill Price of Oklahoma City, presenting the 


government's case, contends that the courts have no jurisdiction 
in the matter because persons desiring laetrile hare not followed 
guidelines established by Congress'for getting a "drug" approved. 


"Congress has designated that a drug is not to be marketed in this 
country unless it is approved by one agency and one agency only — 
and that is the FDA," Price say's. 


Attorneys for the cancer victims contend that laetrile is not in a 


strict sense a drug, but a food or a food supplement, and therefore 
should not be prohibited by Die FDA. Price says it is "represented 
as a cure for disease, which is the legal definition of a drug." Price 
says companies which wish to market laetrile in the United States 
should submit proof of its remedial properties to the FDA, which 
could review the study and approve or disapprove of Laetrile. If 
the FDA denied such evidence, then the marketers of laetrile could

more evidence of a dramatic 
turnaround for. automakers 
Monday • as Chrysler Corp. 
reported alltime record earn- 
ings of $193.1 million for the 
second quarter of 1976, com- 
pared with a 158.7 million loss in 
the same M75 quarter. 


Tbe nation's No. 3 automaker 


also reported record quarterly 
sales of fU billion, up 41 per 
cent from 12.9 billion from last 
year's April-June quarter. 


Chrysler said its net profits, 


equal to $2.98 a share, included 
an extraordinary tax credit of 
>30 million, or 96 cents a share. 
Even without the credit, the 
firm's earnings were 
the 


highest for any Quarter in its 
51-year history. 


The company's 
previous 


second-quarter earnings record 
was tl08.fr million in the boom 
year of 197J. The previous 
record for any quarter was 
Jl 12.3 million in the fourth 
quarter of 1968. 


For the first six months of the 


year, Chrysler reported record 
net earnings of $227.2 million, or 
$3.78 a share, on sales of |7.7 
billion. First-half profits, which 
include $49 million in tax 
credits, surpassed the previous 
record of $198 3 million set in 
the first six months of 1973. 


The firm had net losses of 


$152.8 million in the first half of 
1975 on sales of $5.5 billion. 


Chrysler's 
second-quarter < 


earnings, substantially higher 
than most financial analysts had 
predicted, provided another in- 
dication of the firm's dramatic 
recovery from record losses 
during last year's industry 
recession.

Against BH Man 


A charge of receiving and 
concealing stolen property was 
dismissed Monday in Berrien

warrant covering contents of the 
house which were confiscated. 


Police reported when they 
went to the house to execute the 
first search warrant, they found 
guns, radios, tape players, 
appliances and other merchan­ 
dise “ literally piled wall to 
wall” on the main floor and 
basement of the bungalow . 


Another search warrant was 
obtauied then and the merchan­ 
dise confiscated, according to 
Edwards.

One-Term Presidency 


Starting with the Founding Fathers 


and continuing off and on through the 
years to Richard Nixon's turbulent 
final days in the White House, the idea 
has cropped up to limit the Presidency 
to one term, preferably of six years 
.'duration. 
: The Founding. Fathers did adopt the 
^thought partially. 
l; They created a bicameral federal 
'legislature wherein one house, the 
'Senate, was put on a six-year basis. 
They reasoned this could give a con- 
tinuity to Congress and still keep 
Congress tied to popular wishes of the 
moment by confining the House of 
Representatives to a two-year status. 
.They did not, however, extend the 
concept to the Senate of one term and 
out. 


The single six-year 
Presidency 


received some attention, but failed to 
overcome an apprehension that a term 
of office of such extension could take 
on some.of the attributes of the life- 
time monarchial system from which 
the embattled colonists had only 


^recently divorced themselves by force 
>ofarms. 
:- Andrew Jackson, no stranger to 
:strongly flavored partisan politics, 
:;was the first President to toss out the 
: thought for public reaction. 
;' Nothing came of it and the proposi- 
"tion lay dormant for a century until 
I revived by Herbert Hoover id the early 
jSWs. 


The strongest arguments against a 


-single term Presidency run in this 
vein: 


It taxes the electorate's faith in the 


candidates for the White House. The 
same can be said for all candidates 
-running for the first time, but when a 
President stands for re-election, his 
first term results are available to the 
voter in deciding whether he is 
qualified to succeed himself or should 
•thrown out of office. - 
- Without the pressure of running tor- 
re-election, a one-term President is or 
.'could turn accountable to no one but 
himself. He might conduct the office 
.so as to pave the way someone in his 
own party to succeed. Then again, he 
might not. In any event, opponents of 
the single term view it as an oppor- 
tunity for a President to develop 
delusions of grandeur or worse, and 
creative of a situation whereby getting 


rid of a failure would be almost im- 
possible. 


While those considerations are not to 


be dismissed lightly, the experience 
with the Presidency in modern times 
does not back them up. 


As Lyndon B. Johnson put it so 


astringently, a President spends his 
first term trying to get re-elected to a 
second. His decisions and actions dur- 
ing the first four years tend to be taken 
with the public opinion polls first in 
mind and the country's best interests 


- receiving secondary attention. 


Even FDR, consistently the most 


formidable 
vote 
puller 
of .all 


Presidents saving George Washington 
who had no opposition, spent his first 
three terms pre-occupied in large 
measure with measuring the effect of 
what he did in one term would have in 
a subsequent campaign. 


Another advantage to the single six- 


year term would be to average out the 
public's own doubts and fears as to 
where the nation may be heading at 
any given moment. 


Only a few years ago foreign policy, 


basically how to deal with Russia and 
Red China, weighed heavily upon the 
man in the street. 


Double digit inflation, the result of 


trying to fight in Viet Nam on a guns 
and butter theory, then took over as a 
major concern. 


Today, employment ranks upper- 


most in mind. 


Tomorrow, unless past patterns are 


outmoded as guides, some other con- 
sideration will receive the greatest at- 
tention. 


The trouble in trying to isolate the 


problem of the day is in overlooking 
the interrelation 
of many other 


problems of lesser dramatic effect of 
the moment yet all steaming from 
cause and effect matrices which are 
not separated from one another. 


A President elected under the 


current system is almost forced to 
tackle the problem of the day if he 
holds thoughts on a second term and in 
the process overlook or neglect «ther 
difficulties of a more severe, longer 
term significance. 


The one-term President would be in 


a position to evaluate the total picture 
and to move accordingly. 


The difference in the two is fighting 


one brushfire after another without 
getting at the tinder fueling the blazes.

Mars Nitrogen Confirmed 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — An automated "sniff" of the Mar- 


tian air has confirmed the presence ot nitrogen, eliminating what 
had long been considered a major obstacle to the possibility of life 
on the Red Planet. Scientists at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
here said Monday that a device aboard the Viking 1 lander, called • 
a mass spectrometer, tested the atmosphere on Mars and found 
that 3 per cent of it is nitrogen. The same measure had been found 
by a simpler version of the instrument as Viking descended to its 
desert landing site last week. Nitrogen had never before been de- 
tected on Mars, and scientists said its presence increased the 
chance that life will be found. 


Prosecutor Asks New Trial 


TAMPA, Fla. (AP) — A prosecutor who convinced a jury that a 


26-year-old man should be electrocuted for murder now says the 
condemned man deserves a new trial. Clifford Hallman is on 
Florida's Death Bow, convicted of slaying a barmaid, Eleanor 
Jean Groves, in April 1973. He had slashed her throat with a 
jagged beer glass. But a doctor's testimony in a separate 
malpractice case indicates that Mrs. Groves, who was 45, died 
because of inadequate medical care. "I think under the circums- 
tances a new trial is in order," said former Asst. State Ally. 
Robert Nutter, who prosecuted Hallman. "I think the jury should 
have been aware of it." 


Progress In Strike Talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Government mediators closed in on a 


settlement of the California cannery strike and renewed efforts to 
get more than 60,000 rubber workers back on the job before their 
shutdown damages other segments of the economy. As the cannery 
strike began its second week today, the mediators reported steady 
progress after overcoming a snag on money issues. Meanwhile, 
officials of the rubber industry were hopeful the resumption of 
talks today at the Federal Mediation Service will lead to a 
settlement of their 98-day dispute, one of the longest in the in- 
dustry's history. "There is room for compromise," United Rubber 
Workers President Peter Bommarito said Monday. But he added 
that a settlement will depend on "what attitude the companies 
take."

Reflections Upon 
One-Term Presidency 


Starting with the F'ounding Fathers 
and continuing off and on through the 
years to Richard Nixon’s turbulent 
final days in the White House, the idea 
has cropped up to limit the Presidency 
to one term , preferably of six years 
duration. 
The Founding Fathers did adopt the 
thought partially. 
They created a bicam eral federal 
legislature wherein one house, the 
Senate, was put on a six-year basis. 
They reasoned this could give a con­ 
tinuity to Congress and still keep 
Congress tied to popular wishes of the 
moment by confining the House of 
Representatives to a two-year status. 
They did not, however, extend the 
concept to the Senate of one term and 
out. 
The single six-year 
Presidency 
received some attention, but failed to 
overcome an apprehension that a term 
of office of such extension could take 
on some of the attributes of the life­ 
time monarchial system from which 
the embattled colonists had only 
recently divorced themselves by force 
of arms. 
Andrew Jackson, no stranger to 
strongly flavored partisan politics, 
was the first President to toss out the 
thought for public reaction. 
Nothing came of it and the proposi­ 
tion lay dormant for a century until 
revived by Herbert Hoover in the early 
1930s. 


The strongest arguments against a 
single term Presidency run in this 
veirt; 
It taxes the electorate’s faith in the 
candidates for the White House. The 
same can be said for all candidates 
running for the first time, but when a 
President stands for re-election, his 
first term results are available to the 
voter in deciding whether he is 
qualified to succeed himself or should 
thrown out of office. 
Without the pressure of running for 
re-election, a one-term President is or 
could turn accountable to no one but 
himself. He might conduct the office 
so as to pave the way someone in his 
own party to succeed. Then again, he 
might not. In any event, opponents of 
the single term view it as an oppor­ 
tunity for a President to develop 
delusions of grandeur or worse, and 
creative of a situation whereby getting 


rid of a failure would be almost im­ 
possible. 
While those considerations are not to 
be dismissed lightly, the experience 
with the Presidency in modern times 
does not back them up. 
As Lyndon B. Johnson put it so 
astringently, a President spends his 
first term tr>ing to get re-elected to a 
second. His decisions and actions dur­ 
ing the first four years tend to be taken 
with the public opinion polls first in 
mind and the country's best interests 
receiving secondary attention. 
Even FDR, consistently the most 
formidable 
vote 
puller 
of 
.all 
Presidents saving George Washington 
who had no opposition, spent his first 
three term s pre-occupied in large 
measure with measuring the effect of 
what he did in one term would have in 
a subsequent campaign. 
Another advantage to the single six- 
year term would be to average out the 
public’s own doubts and fears as to 
where the nation may be heading at 
any given moment. 
Only a few years ago foreign policy, 
basically how to deal with Russia and 
Red China, weighed heavily upon the 
man in the street. 
Double digit inflation, the result of 
trj’ing to fight in Viet Nam on a guns 
and butter theor>', then took over as a 
major concern. 
Today, employment ranks upper­ 
most in mind. 
Tomorrow, unless past patterns are 
outmoded as guides, some other con­ 
sideration will receive the greatest at­ 
tention. 
The trouble in trying to isolate the 
problem of the day is in overlooking 
the 
interrelation 
of 
many 
other 
problems of lesser dramatic effect of 
the moment yet all steam ing from 
cause and effect m atrices which are 
not separated from one another. 
A President elected 
under the 
current system is almost forced to 
tackle the problem of the day if he 
holds thoughts on a second term and in 
the process overlook or neglect other 
difficulties of a more severe, longer 
term significance. 
The one-term President would be in 
a position to evaluate the total picture 
and to move accordingly. 
The difference in the two is fighting 
one brushfire after another without 
getting at the tinder fueling the blazes.

No President Wins 


Except

embroiled in its never-endmg network 
of 
duplication, 
complexity 
and 
meddlesomeness, bureaucratic paper­ 
work is one of the most hilarious facets 
of big government. 
Many are the

communicate an idea from one desk to 
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an adjoining one by way of memoran­ 
dum. 
Much 
of

Business, of course, has greater 
strain placed upon it by government 
questionnaires, reports, sum m aries 
and inquiries than do individuals. 
The trend is to require as much in­ 
formation from industry as possible, 
regardless of the time-consuming ef­ 
forts required to assemble it, on the 
premise that the more statistics 
prt)duced, the greater the regulatory 
efficiency. 
What has become of the order from 
the White House that each department 
is to reduce the number of forms it 
originates by at least 10 per cent? No 
one is holding his breath in anticipa­ 
tion. That is one battle no president in 
recent history has won.

Mars Nitrogen Confirmed 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — An automated “ sniff” of the Mar­ 
tian air has confirmed the presence of nitrogen, eliminating what 
had long bt>t'n considered a major obstacle to the possibility of life 
on the Red Planet. Scientists at the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
here said Monday that a device aboard the Viking 1 lander, called 
a mass spectrometer, tested the atmosphere on Mars and found 
that 3 per cent of it is nitrogen. The same measure had been found 
by a simpler version of the instrument as Viking descended to its 
desert landing site last wet'k. Nitrogen had never t)efore been de­ 
tected on Mars, and scientists said its presence increased the 
chance that life will be found.

Mrs. 
Jimmy Carter and her husband. 
Whether or not the Gardner- 
Common Cause effort will suc­

is

Membt'rs of Congress have been 
notorioasly coy about revealing 
their financial holdings, their 
business 
c-onnections, 
their 
st(K*k and commodity trading, 
their legal clients and incomes 
in detail — and it is likely in the 
minds of most observers I’ve 
talked to that the financial 
disclosure bills will rem ain 
stalled in committee or em as­ 
culated before they reach the 
House and Senate floors.

Super Star 


I have just read one of the 
saddtMst but also most moving of 
IxMiks, PYank IX‘ford’s "Big Bill 
Tilden,” about the greatest ten­ 
nis player who every lived. 
Tilden was a freak, a g ar­ 
goyle. However, in his extreme 
artistic spiH^ialization and isola­ 
tion, he has something in com­ 
mon 
with 
more 
accepted 
American heroes such as Ernest 
Hemingway and Joe DiMaggio. 
My owTi life touched Tildren 
briefly and marginally in the 
sum m er of 194H, and here the 
name DiMaggio has a certain 
appnipriateness. 
To my 13- and 14-year-old 
cronies, Tilden and DiMaggio 
were comparable figures. We 
used 
to go up to Yankee 
Stadium to see the graceful, 
loping DiMaggio. We were also 
playing in junior tennis tour­ 
naments. Tilden was another 
such god; and that summer he 
t(K)k to hanging around at our 
local club in Forest Hills. 
We kids knew that Tilden was 
more than 50 years old and that 
earlier in the sum m er he had 
blasttid the current champion 
Frankie Parker off the court 
iuul that he had dond the same 
thing to a former champion and 
current 
contender, 
Ted 
Schrot>der. 
If Tilden could do that when 
he was practically an old man 
we figured that he must have 
tieen totally uncontainable 20 


years earlier, and we were 
right. 
Tilden struck us as exces­ 
sively flamboyant and thea­ 
trical. In my own boyish mind, I 
attributed this to the fact that he 
had played in Paris, London, on 
the Riviera, even in ('alifornia, 
and other mythical places.

Tilden

brought with him from the West 
Coast. Tilden sat alwve us on 
the clubhouse porch loudly 
ctiaching his young player; Lob!

The owner is Ronald Ruiz of 


Warren, whose parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Ruiz, reside in a 
Joseph. 


Ronald Rutz says his father 


found the papers in a cardboard 
box in the basement of the St. 
Joseph Savings and Loan build- 
ing. Ml State street, St. Joseph, 
when Walter Rutz, a former 
secretary-treasurer of the as- 
sociation, was in charge of a 
remodeling project during the 
USDs. 


The ekter Rutz found the 


papers in the box in the 
basement vault. Rutz says no 
one knew why they were there 
and there was only one envelope 
In the box.

The younger Rutz says he is

The village was given the sole 
right of licensing and regulating 
groceries and alehouses and of 
licensing and regulating any 
shows or other public exhibi­ 
tions. 


The village was given the 
right to regulate the size of 
bricks, drains and sewers, 
lumber,

weighing of hay. 


And — the village was to have 
use of the common jail of 
Berrien county. 


The amendment to the act 
was approved March 21, 1836. 


The act and amendment were1 
registered with the new state of 
Michigan 
March 
13. 
1837. 
Michigan was admitted as a 
state Jan. 26, 1837. 


The registration of the act 
stamped with the Michigan 
seal, was handwritten by Kintz- 
ing Prichette, first secretary of 
state as follows: 


“ This shall certify that the 
within and foregoing are true 
and faithful copies of the act, 
entitled, ‘An Act to Incorporate 
the Village of St. Joseph’ and 
the act entitled, ‘An Act to 
Amend an Act Entitled An Act 
to Incorporate the Village of St. 
Joseph,’ now remaining on file 
and of record in my office. 


“ The testimony whereof I 
have hereunto set my hand and 
affixed the Great Seal of the 
State done at the City of Detroit 
this thirteenth day of March in 
the year of Our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and 
thirty seven and of the Indepen­ 
dence of the United States the 
sixty-first.” 


When the Michigan Territory 
was created in 1805, Detroit was 
designated as the seat of the 
government. In 1847, a law was 
passed to located the state capi­ 
tal at Lansing.

Old St. Joseph Documents Have Stories To Tell 


Michigan Was Territory Then 


Editor’s Note: This is the first 
in a series of three articles 
about the history of St Joseph 
based on original documents 
owned 
by 
Ronald 
Rutz 
of 
Warren, a former St. Joseph 
resident.

One hundred and 42 years ago 
the founding fathers of St. 
Joseph gathered to write an Act 
to Incorporate the Village of St. 
Joseph. 


The founding fathers of the 
community have passed into 
history, but their names remain 
well-known. 


The act to incorporate the 
Village of St. Joseph became the 
first government of the town 
and 
became effective even 
before Michigan was a state. 


The act is dated as approved, 
March 7,1834. 


When the act was approved. 
Michigan was still a territory 
ruled by a Legislative Council. 


An amendment was added to 
the act in 1836 and the act and 
the amendment were registered 
by Michigan’s first Secretary of 
State, Kintzing Prichette. 


The Act to Incorporate the 
Village and other papers per­ 
taining to early St. Joseph are 
owned by a former St. Joseph 
man and reveal a glimpse of life 
as it was nearly a century and a 
half ago. 


The owner is Ronald Rutz of 
Warren, whose parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Rutz, reside in St. 
Joseph. 


Ronald Rutz says his father 
found the papers in a cardboard 
box in the basement of the St. 
Joseph Savings and Loan build­ 
ing, 301 State street, St. Joseph, 
when Walter Rutz, a former 
secretary-treasurer of the as­ 
sociation, was in charge of a 
remodeling project during the 
1950s. 


The elder Rutz found the 
papers in 
the box in the 
basement vault. Rutz says no 
one knew why they were there 
and there was only one envelope 
in the box. Rather than discard 
the papers, he took them home 
to his son who has had them 
since that time. 


The younger Rutz says he is 
trying to decide what to do with 
the papers. If a museum were to 
be started in St. Joseph and if 
the papers would be preserved, 
put 
on 
display 
and 
made 
available to local residents, 


Rutz says he would donate the 
papers to such a project. 


He said he has contacted the 
State Historical 
Library 
at 
lo s in g and that officials there 
have expressed interest because 
of Priehette’s signature. Rutz is 
a graphic designer for Chrysler 
Corporation. 


The first white settlement at 
the mouth of the St. Joseph 
River was in the late 1820s and 
the place was first known as 
Saranac. 


The name was later c hanged 
to Newburyport. Two versions 
of the name are given in history 
books. One version says the 
town was named Newburyport 
after Newburyport, Mass., and 
other says the town was named 
Newberryport 
after 
Oliver 
Newberry of Detroit. 


The Act to Incorporate the 
village also changed the name 
of the community to St. Joseph. 


Many of the bylaws included 
in the act still could apply today, 
while others have perhaps, lost 
their usefulness. 


According to the act, an an­ 
nual meeting was to be held 
each year with officers to hold 
office for a period of one year. 


Voting was to be by ballot to 
elect a president, five trustees, 
marshal and treasurer. 


The act gave the officials 
power to levy taxes and the 
marshal to collect the taxes. 


The act gave the village the 
power to make bylaws relative 
to: 


— Streets and 
highways, 
nuisances, wharves, bridges, 
fences, mill races, canals and 
streets. 


— Trees, planted for shade, 
ornament, convenience, public 
or private, and the fruit of such 
trees. 


— Bread, weight and price; 
trespass in gardens, walks and 
buildings, public or private; 
shooting of firearms; sweeping 
of chimneys; preserving the 
village from fire, procuring fire 
buckets and engines, and burial 
of the dead. 


— Restraining horses, cattle, 
sheep, swine and geese from 
going at large in the village, and 
to inflict penalties for breeches 
of said bylaws, not to exceed $15 
for one offense.

Economic Blueprint 


DETROIT (AP) — The United Auto Workers have presented 
Chrysler Corp. and General Motors with a general economic 
blueprint, including improved cost-oMiving protection and an 
increase in base wages. 
L AW V ice President Doug Fraser admitted Monday the current 
cost-of-livmg-allowance (COLA) formula is “the best that exists 
in collective bargaining. ’ 
But he said auto workers' buying power has not increased as it 
should have under goals set in the 1973 contract agreements. 
‘ Theoretically, we should be increasing buying power at a rate 
of three per cent per year, but that hasn't happened over the past 
(three) years as a result of the imperfections of COLA,” Fraser 
said. 
Auto Worker wage increases since 1948 have been negotiated on 
two levels: the Annual Improvement Factor, aimed at increasing 
real buying power; and the COLA formula, which is supposed to 
safeguard that buying power. 
But since COLA doesn’t fully cover the impact of inflation. 
Fraser said. “We haven't achieved a gain in purchasing power of 
much more than one per cent” annually since 1973. 
The current contract, which expires Sept. 14, called for base 
increases of three per cent in each of the past three years, and 
included a COLA formula that boosted wages one cent an hour for 
every .3 rise in the Consumer Price Index. 
Without naming a specific target for this year's bargaining. 
Fraser said the union wants the .3 figure in the COLA formula 
“moved down considerably.” 
Amoco Won’t Post 
Bond On Gas Well 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A decision whether to open an 
Amoco natural gas well near Williamsburg has reached a 
‘'stalemate.'’ company attorneys say. 
The plant has been closed since 1973 when a blowout forced 88 
families to evacuate their nearby homes. State officials say 
something must be done about a temporary plug in the well 
because pressure is building up that could cause another blowout. 
The Michigan Environmental Review Board approved Monday an 
environmental impact statement that sets up guidelines, emer­ 
gency procedures and safeguards that would let Amoco Produc­ 
tion Co. reopen the well, insert pipes to drain off gas that is 
building pressure up to a dangerous point, and resume drilling. 
The statement now requires the approval of the director of the 
Department of Natural Resources. But the impact statement, 
approved unanimously, requires the company to post a $1 million 
bond to compensate the public and state for any damages arising 
because of the reopening and completion of the well. 
Attorney Guy Buell of Houston, Tex., representing Amoco, said 
the company has agreed that it will not post the bond, which he 
said would be “just like hanging money on a tree. Anyone could 
come along and pluck at it without showing negligence.” 


Recent Car Safety 
Devices Ineffective

WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal automobile safety regulations 
put into effect since 1970 apparently have done little to reduce 
deaths and serious injuries although earlier regulations were 
highly beneficial, a General Accounting Office study has 
concluded. 
However, the agency acknowledged its report is based on 
numerous assumptions and that a “credible nationwide evalua­ 
tion of the effectiveness of motor vehicle safety standards cannot 
be made due to the present lack of adequate accident data.” 
The study found that safety regulations set by the federal 
government between 19M and 1970 resulted in between 15 to 25 per 
cent fewer deaths and serious injuries in 19W> to 1968 model cars 
and from 25 to 30 per cent fewer deaths and serious injuries in 
1969 and 1970 cars 
However, it adds “There was little, if any, further improvement 
in 1971 to 1973 model cars.” The study acknowledges that some «if 
its data indicate an improvement in the safety of those cars also 
but concludes “ most of our analyses showed little or no 
improvements in the 1971 through 1973 models over the 1970 
model ” 
Auto safety standards put into effect from 1966 to 1970 include 
padded dash, head restraints, impact absorbing steering wheel, 
door locks, seatbelt assemblies, fuel system improvements to 
reduce the chances of an explosion and standards for wheels. 
Standards put into effect since 1970 include improving the 
ability of doors to absorb crashes and of the roof to resist crushing 
in a rollover accident. They also include standards dealing with 
the flammability of interior materials and with child seating 
systems

appeal to federal district court, Price says. 


“The drug has been around for 25 years and the people who 
make it in Mexico have spent hundreds of thousands of dollars on 
propaganda saying it’s great.” Price adds. “ But they haven’t done 
anything about having it proved.” 


Persons who have been allowed to import laetrile say they are 
charged between $6 and $11 per bottle, the daily dosage in some 
cases. Medical authorities say the cost of synthesizing laetrile 
could vary greatly, depending on purity. “As we see it, laetrile is 
still an unapproved drug.” says Jerry Henderson, FDA program 
manager for consumer affairs in Region Six headquartered in 
Dallas. “ It has never been shown to be effective in any study 
against cancer.” 


Henderson cites reports of negative tests of laetrile by the Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute in its search for a cancer cure. The NCI has 
conducted laetrile tests with animals in 1957,1960,1969,1973,1975 
and is currently testing it against a mouse lung tumor, but of­ 
ficials say all “ have failed to produce evidence of anticancer ac­ 
tivity.” 


“We have the deepest sympathy for individuals suffering from 
cancer, and we join with all Americans in hoping for a break­ 
through in the search for a cure,” Henderson says. “We regret 
Judge Bohanan’s ruling because it may cause some patients to 
skip recognized drugs and go directly to laetrile.” 


An Oklahoma City attorney who represented his father in an 
effort to be allowed to legally use laetrile says his family had tried 
chemotherapy and cobalt treatments without success against 
lymph system cancer before turning to the contraband substance. 
Michael Gassaway says his father, Charles, died June 7 after a 
series of strokes and a kidney malfunction. His father had begun 
using laetrile in late April. 


"I l)elieve in the use of laetrile,” Gassaway says. “ My father’s 
death has not changed that position.” 


“There is no proof that laetrile is harmful,” Bohanon said in 
court. “ Anyone suffering with this horrible disease of cancer 
should have everything they want that is not harmful.” 


Price contends that, as the law now stands, citizens “ have no 
constitutional right of freedom of choice of drugs. If they did, 
marijuana and heroin and a whole range of drugs might be legal.”

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — State Police trooper Ronald E. Van- 
derMolen of Ypsilanti has been chosen the top trooper of 1975 for 
his work with young people both on and off duty. VanderMolen, 
29, was selected from among seven finalists by a three-man 
committee. He is a counselor, coach and liaison officer between 
youth and the police. A five-year veteran of the State Police, 
VanderMolen takes more than 100 young people roller skating 
each month. But he also works with adult groups giving talks on 
drugs and other police-related, said State Police Director Col. 
George Halverson. VanderMolen will win $1,000 for the honor, 
given every year since 1961.

(AP) — A former Air Force policeman 
has pleaded innocent Monday to charges stemming from a fire 
which destroyed the clubhouse on the golf course at K.I. Sawyer 
Air Force Base. James Francis Zeiger, 22, of Alexandria, Va., 
was charged with destruction of government property and con­ 
cealing knowledge of a felony in the Sept. 5, 1973, blaze. 
Authorities said damage from the fire, which leveled the 
clubhouse, was assessed at $94,918. The base is located outside 
Marquette. Zeiger, who was indicted last month, was freed on his 
own recognizance. No trial date was set.

WASHINGTON (AP) — American firms that boycott Israel or 
use bribery as a foreign-sales tool stand to lose millions of dollars 
m tax benefits under a provision approved by the Senate. Business 
executives would be subject to up to a year in jail for failing to 
report any corporate income derived as a result of a bribe or 
earnings in any country that requires participation in a Ixiycott. 
• The provisions, far tougher than the Ford administration has 
- recommended but still subject to House consideration, were added 
to a mullibillion-dollar tax bill. The antiboycott and antibribe 
provisions were part of a package, approved 86 to 1, that affects 
tax treatment of income earned by Americans or U.S. businesses 
abroad. There was no debate on the sanctions, which were written 
by the Finance Committee.

Town Has 


A Change 


Of Heart 


DURHAM, Conn. (AP) - 
Residents of this central 
Connecticut town have vot­ 
ed to approve the Constitu­ 
tion, 187 years after it was 
ratified by the fledgling 
United States. At a town 
meeting Monday, Durham 
residents voted 320 to 6 to 
approve the document. The 
last vote in Durham on the 
Constitution was taken Nov. 
12, 1787, when residents 
decided to reject it. One 
voter told the audience in a 
crowded high school audi­ 
torium, “ If we look at the 
names on the town green of 
those who have paid to 
defend the Constitution and 
for the rights we enjoy 
tonight, we will vote to 
approve this document.”

The gold medal has lost some of its lustre. Some call the 
Olympics “ just an oversized track meet.” There has been a 
definite decline in the old patriotic fervor. 
Americans are bothered because the Russians and East Ger­ 
mans are state-subsidized and are technical pros. They resent^ 
losing medals to the East Germans, who turn out champions on an 
assembly line the way we turn out Fords and Chevrolets. 
Yet nothing is ever said about the development of American 
athletes on free scholarships, costing between $20,000 and $30,000 
for four years. 
Open Olympics isn’t the answer. The answer is less ex­ 
travagance, less politics, less jealousy, more understanding, more 
“live and let live,” more strong-willed leaders.

By BOB GREEN 
AP Sports Writer 
MONTREAL (AP) - The 
United States, which now ap­ 
pears to have very little chance 
of leading the Olympics in 
either gold or total medals, 
looks to its basketball team for 
the restoration of misplaced 
prestige tonight. 
“We came here to play for the 
gold medal, and that's what 
were 
doing.” 
said 
All- 
American Scott May of Indiana. 
“ It doesn’t matter who we’re 
playing. We didn’t come here to 
play Russia. We came to win the 
gold.” 
The Russians, controversial 
winners over the United States 
in the 1972 Olympic final — 
which Americans regarded as 
an enormous blow to their pres- 
Uge — will be missing this time. 
They lost to tough Yugoslavia 
89-84 last night shortly before 
the Americans advanced with a 
convincing 95-77 decision over 
Canada in the other semifinal. 
“The psychological edge is 
with 
Yugoslavia,” 
said 
American Coach Dean Smith, 
who observed that several of 
their players “ belong in the 
NBA 
“ I think our players were 


looking forward to playing Rus­ 
sia. but I told them not to talk 
about that. I just hope we can 
play as well against Yugoslavia 
as we did tonight.”

Americans’ best game. They 
blew out to an early 22-8 lead 
and cruised in. They never 
trailed and led by 17 or more 
most of the time. May led the 
balanced American attack with 
22 points.

while 
gold- 
medal winner Russia 
beat

The .Americans were shut out 
of victories yesterday, at least 
partly on Dave Roberts’ rain- 
drenched. unsuccessful gamble 
in the pole vault that turned 
gold to bronze. The Yanks now 
appear destined for a placing 
behind Russia and possibly East 
Germany’ in both gold and total 
medals. 
With the Games more than 
half over, the United States now 
holds 21 gold. 23 silver and 17 
bronze. Russia has a 27-26-20 
count and East Germany has 
solidified its position as a world 


athletic power with a 27-17-14 
total. 
The Americans could make 
up a little ground — maybe just 
a little — in today’s light 
schedule.

Crowds Key Western Am Success 


How do you get more than 
24,000 spectators to watch an 
amateur golf tournament? 
Just a few years ago that 
question 
would

ridiculous even to ask, but since 
1971 when the Western Amateur 
tournament established a home 
at

O’Woods 
Golf & 
Country Club, it has become the 
great mystery of amateur golf. 
Nobody really has the answer. 
“We were surprised when we 
saw the crowds start to come,” 
admits Marshall Dann, execu­ 
tive director of the Western Golf 
Association. 
“I’d like to think that I was 
smart enough to have foreseen 
this happening, but that’s not 
true. It’s been a development, 
rather than something that was 
planned and plotted.” 
Whatever the reason, the 
crowds did start to come in 
increasingly large numbers. 
In 1974 — the fourth consecu­ 
tive year the Western Amateur 
was held at Point O’Woods — 
the tournament in five days at­ 
tracted a total of 24,231 fans, 
including a staggering total of 
12,548 on the final day.

“On the last day of that tour­ 
nament, we had more fans than 
all other amateur tournaments 
in the country,” Dann says with 
a mixture of pride and disbelief. 
“People at Point O’Woods have 
no idea what other amateur 
tournaments are like.” 
“When Curtis Strange played 
Vinnie Giles in the U.S. Ama­ 
teur there were maybe 100 
spectators 
following 
them 
around. For the same match in 
the Western Amateur, we’d 
have thousands.” 
Part of the tournament’s suc­ 
cess at Point O’Woods certainly 
stems from the fact that it has 
found a permanent home, giv­ 
ing residents of the area the 
chance to become increasingly 
familiar with the high quality of 
amateur golf and its cons­ 
tantly-changing galaxy of stars. 
But in a very real sense, Point

Robert Trent Jones course have 
attracted larger and larger 
numbers of entries — a record 
515 last year.

Kearney Plans To Improve Spartans 


New MSU AD Positive Thinker

New Michigan State athletic 
director Dr. Joseph Kearney 
has been characterized by some 
as the new Messiah for the 
Spartan athletic program. 


And despite MSU’s current 
problems, including football 
probation, Kearney is positive 
the program can be turned 
around. 


Michigan 
State’s 
football 
program received three years of 
probation following recruiting 
violations. But Kearney, here 
for Monday’s Twin City Rotary 
Club meeting, said his goal is to 
“come out of probation stronger 
than we went in.” 


“The situation is not as big as 
people think,” he said. “ I think 
when you come in, you become 
fully apprised of the negative 
aspects. 
We cannot 
be on 
television. There will be no bowl 
appearances. And next year we 
will have five less scholarships. 


“ Bui then you have to start 
sorting out the positive aspects, 
too. Really the probation is not 


three years anymore, anyway. 
It’s two years and six months 
and 
counting 
down. 
The 
toughest sales job was last year. 
This year’s class will be on 
probation for only half of their 
college careers. And next year it 
will only be for their freshmen 
year. 


“ Since coming here I’ve got­ 
ten a distinct feeling of coming 
together. This probation is not a 
mortal wound, but just a flesh 
wound. With our new look, new 
program and new staff, we have 
new enthusiasm.” 


Kearney, a positive thinker, 
has already made changes in 
MSU’s 
athletic 
structure, 
especially along the lines of 
recruiting, hiring and women’s 
sports. 


He 
hopes 
to 
develop 
a 
recruiting system which will be 
“uniquely ours” and one which 
will keep the present problem 
in football from happening 
again. 


“We would like to develop a 
system of communication with 
all of our alumni,” he sa»d. “We 


want a good communication 
which is creditable so that there 
is no misunderstanding in the 
way we operate. We want to or­ 
ganize all of our resources and 
get people working in 
the 
fashion that we outline. That 
should make us competitive 
with every school which we’re 
recruiting against.” 


Kearney feels that MSU's 
recruiting base must be built in 
the state of Michigan. 


Named athletic director in 
April, Kearney’s first job was to 
hire two new coaches — one in 
football and another in basket­ 
ball. 


“Our first and foremost goal 
in hiring is to hire the people 
who are coaching for the right 
reason,” he said. “We want to 
get a guy who when he looks at 
the team, he sees people and not 
Xs and Os on a chart. 


“ Secondly, we want someone 
who looks at the players as a 
student because his first and 
foremost goal at a university is 
to get an education. And finally 


we want to provide the best 
coach, one who knows how to 
motivate, knows how to teach 
and will give the youngster a 
chance to reach his potential. ” ' 


Kearney believes he hired two 
such people with his first two 
appointments. Darryl Rogers 
from San Jose State got the 
football job, with Montana’s Jud 
Heathcote named basketball 
coach. 


Rogers is highly sought after 
even in the professional football 
circles. He was one of the 
finhlists last sum m er for the 
San Francisco 49er job and ac­ 
cording to Kearney “ if we lose 
him to anything in the near fu­ 
ture. it will be to pro football.” 


Heathcote never had a losing 
season at Montana after taking 
over 
a 
down-graded 
cage 
program. When he took ovei\ 
Montana was averaging just 
over 1.80(1 fans per game and 
when he left that figure had 
increased to 7,800. Montana’s 
claim to fame last year was a 
last-minute three-point loss to 
UCLA in the NCAA regionals. 


With Title IX attempting to 
bring at least partial equaliza­ 
tion of women's athletics, Kear­ 
ney 
has 
already 
started 
upgrading that program. Last 
year’s budget was more than 
$170,000 and it will be increased 
this year. 


Kearney also plans to add 
$30,000 to the women’s budget 
this fall for financial aid 


“ For the first time ever we re 
going to provide financial aid 
for women’s sports,” Kearney 
said. 
“ The 
money can 
be 
provided in whatever style that 
the women’s system wants.” 
Meanwhile, because of the 
unsure financial aspects of Title 
IX, Kearney has been unable to 
finalize any increase in finan­ 
cial help to the non-revenue 
sports at MSU. 


“We have to decide how well 
we can meet the Title IX com­ 
mittments and then decide on 
other avenues.” he said. 


Kearney may just be the 
savior 
that 
MSU's athletic 
program has been looking for.

Thousands of acres of Michigan’s wetlands will gradually be 
saved from destruction by land development if the sales of the 
state s first waterfowl stamp proves successful, reports the 
Department of Natural Resources. 


A recently approved bill has set up the funding mechanism for 
the state s wetland protection program, which requires waterfowl 
hunters to purchase a $2.10 stamp in addition to a small game 
license and a federal migratory game bird hunting stamp. 


Of the money collected for each stamp, $1.90 will be used to in­ 
ventory and purchase Michigan wetlands. The money will be in 
addition to regular appropriations for the program. All wetlands 
purchased would have to be approved by the Legislature. 


The remaining 20 cents of revenue from the Michigan stamp will 
be equally divided to finance an evaluation of the wetlands 
program and for administration, say the DNR. 


All Michigan hunters (except residents age 65 or older) must 
have the stam p to hunt wild geese, ducks, m ergansers, coots, 
gallinules, jacksnipe or rails. 


Michigan waterfowl hunters must use shotgun shells loaded with 
non-toxic “ steel” shot starting in 1977 as a result of Natural 
Resources Commission action aimed at ending the lethal secon­ 
dary effect of poisoning of ducks and geese from spent lead shot. 


In a unanimous vote, the Commission passed a resolution stating 
that “ steel” or iron shot is "the only non-toxic material presently 
available that meets acceptable biological, ballistic and cost 
standards as a substitute for lead.” 


Continued use of lead shot shells for hunting of waterfowl will 
“only perpetuate the lead poisoning problem,” the Commission 
noted. 


An estimated two to three million waterfowl die annually from 
feeding on spent lead shot in the U.S., which the Commission 
declared is a “ needless waste.” 


The Commission action is in line with a recent order by the U.S. 
Secretary of the Interior, establishing a timetable for conversion 
to the non-toxic shot in the states of the Mississippi Flyway (which 
includes Michigan) by 1977. States along the Atlantic Fly way must 
convert this year.

Power Firms' 
Rates Adjusted

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Customers of Consumers Power 
Co. and Detroit Edison Co. will 
pay bigger bills in August to 
reflect past expenses for power 
and fuel, under a decision Mon- 
day by the Public Service Com- 
mission. 


Edison residential customers 


Kill pay about 92 cents more in 
August than in July and Con- 
sumers customers will pay 
about 43 cents more. 


The 
Edison increase — 


amounting to about $13 million 
— covers the cost of power 
bought in May from other utili- 
ties. 


The 
Consumers increase 


comes despite a Si 4 million 
credit being grap'.eu to cus- 
tomers as a result of lower fuel 
costs. 
Bills 
v;ill 
increase 


because the credit is smaller 
than what the i»mpany re- 
turned to rate-payers in July. 


The adjustments are made 


monthly by the PSC to recoup 
for the companies SO per cent of 
what they spend on «adymade 
power purchases or on fuel they 
use to generate their own elec- 
tricity. 


In a separate action, the PSC 


said Edison could write oft 56.8 
million it spent planning the 
Enrico Fermi III nuclear 
generating plant that it never 
built. 


That decision will likely cost 


Edison customers some ¥3.4 
million over a 10-year period, or 
less than two cents a month 
each. 


In addition. Consumers was 


told it had to swallow some 


: $645,000 in purchased power 


costs necesssary because its Big 


. Rock Point nuclear generating 


plant was not operating in May 


, and had not been working as 


well as it should have for 
several months before that. 


Since the PSC began making 


monthly adjustmants, Edison 
bills have risen each month, 
while Consumers has given 
monthly credits to its cus- 
tomers. PSC chairman Daniel 
Demtow says, however, that the 
adjustments should even out by 
the end of the year. 


PSC said Edison could write 


off through special accounting 
methods its planning expenses 
for the Fermi plant because the 
1971 decision to build the plant 
was "reasonable and prudent." 


But the commission also said 


the company could not include 


the J6.8 million expense in its 
rate base and earn a profit on it. 
"There's no investment there," 
said Demlow. "There's nothing 
there to benefit the ratepayer." , 


The plant was cancelled last 


year when predictions for high 
future energy demand soured. 


Charges for the Fermi costs 


will not begin until the PSC 
decides Edison's pending rate 
request, not likely before the 
end of this year. In each new 
rate request the Fermi charge 
can be dumped if the expense is 
proven to be unreasonable, the 
PSC said 


Commissioner William Rails, 


who dissented on the Fermi 
decision, said Edison should 
have to pay for its mistakes. 


Rails said plans to build the 


Fermi plant and two. other 
nuclear units were approved by 
Edison's board of directors 
without a plan for raising the 
J2.5 billion the project would 
cost over four years. 


In addition, he said, it was 


clear by 1973 that earlier 
forecasts of high future energy 
use were wrong, but that Edison 
continued to spend money on the 
Fermi plant. 


"If stocking up on long un-

Power Firms’ 
Rates Adjusted

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 
Customers of Consumers Power 
Co. and Detroit Edison Co. will 
pay bigger bills in August to 
reflect past expenses for power 
and fuel, under a decision Mon­ 
day by the Public Service Com­ 
mission. 


Edison residential customers 
will pay about 92 cents more in 
August than in .luly and Con­ 
sum ers customers will pay 
about 43 cents more. 


The 
Edison 
increase 
— 
amounting to about $13 million 
— covers the cost of power 
bought in May from other utili­ 
ties. 


The 
Consumers 
increase 
comes despite a $14 million 
credit being granted to cus­ 
tomers as a result of lower fuel 
costs. 
Bills 
will 
increase 
because the credit is sm aller 
than what the company re­ 
turned to rate-payers in July. 


The adjustm ents are made 
monthly by the PSC to recoup 
for the companies 9(1 per cent of 
what they spend on readymade 
power purchases or on fuel they 
use to generate their own elec­ 
tricity. 


In a separate action, the PSC 
said Edison could write off $(¡.8 
million it spent planning the 
Enrico 
Ferm i 
III 
nuclear 
generating plant that it never 
built. 


That decision will likely cost 
Edison customers some $3.4 
million over a 10-year period, or 
less than two cents a month 
each. 


In addition. Consumers was 
told it had to swallow some 
$645,000 in purchased power 
costs neeesssary because its Big 
Rock Point nuclear generating 
plant was not operating in May 
and had not been working as 
well as it should have for 
several months before that. 


Since the PSC began making 
monthly adjustm ants, F]dison 
bills have risen each month, 
while Consumers has given 
monthly credits to its cus­ 
tomers. PSC chairman Daniel 
Demlow says, however, that the 
adjustments should even out by 
the end of the year. 


PSC said Edison could write 
off through special accounting 
methods its planning expenses 
for the Fermi plant because the 
1971 decision to build the plant 
was “reasonable and prudent.” 
But the commission also said 
the company could not include 


the $fi.8 million expense in its 
rate base and earn a profit on it. 
“There’s no investment there,” 
said Demlow. “There’s nothing 
there to benefit the ratepayer.” , 


The plant was cancelled last 
year when predictions for high 
future energy demand soured. 


Charges for the Ferm i costs 
will not begin until the PSC 
decides Edison’s pending rate 
request, not likely before the 
end of this year. In each new 
rate request the Fermi charge 
can be dumped if the expense is 
proven to be unreasonable, the 
PSC said 


Commissioner William Ralls, 
who dissented on the Ferm i 
decision, said Edison should 
have to pay for its mistakes. 


Ralls said plans to build the 
Fermi plant and two other 
nuclear units were approved by 
Edison’s board of directors 
without a plan for raising the 
$2.5 billion the project would 
cost over four years.

earlier 
forecasts of high future energy 
use were wrong, but that Edison 
continued to spend money on the 
Fermi plant. 


“ If stocking up on long un­

BlRMINiiHAM, Mich. (AP) — Democratic U.S. Senate can­ 
didate Jami*s Elsman filed suit Monday against one of his 
opponents, Secretary of State Richard Austin, to end what Elsman 
called the branch manager “ kick-back” system. An Austin cam­ 
paign sfxikesman called the suit ‘‘completely unft)undtKl.” The 
suit, filed in Oakland County Circuit Court, also requ(*sts that 
Austin be ordered to return to the state treasury approximately $1 
million Elsman claims the secretary of state has received in 
camj)aign contributions from branch managers since he UM»k 
ofiice in 1970. The suit also seeks $5(K),000 in punitive damages 
from Austin and the other defendents named. Under the current 
branch manag«?r system, the secretary of state makes apjioint- 
rnents to the offices. Elsman and other critics have claimed such 
apfjointees have been coerced into making political campaign 
contributions to Austin and the Democratic party. Also nanuKl in 
Elsman’s suit are Millender, chief assistant secretary of state 
Walter Elliot; and all 95 officers of the Branch Managers As­ 
sociation.
